This article is dedicated to the 
drummers in the Drum and Bugle 
Corps, the Oriental Band, and the 
Royal Pipes and Drums who marched 
in the George Washington Parade — 
the lifeblood and beat to Kena’s pa- 
rade participation. 

With the advent of George Wash- 
ington’s birthday, we are all aware of 
his strong Masonic connections and 
particularly the principals, which he 
practiced, of surrounding himself with 
officers who were Masonic brethren 
during the Revolutionary War. 

Very few of us surmise, however, the 
style and significance of music in 
Washington’s army. The drum and 
fife were as important as a means of 
communication, as radio is in current 
military usage. This form of communi- 
cation has a centuries-old tradition, 
introduced by my Swiss ancestors, who 
made the drum the official instrument 
in Basil, Switzerland many years ago. 
In early colonial days, a drummer 
came with the ship to Jamestown in 
1607 and town drummers signalled 
Church Call and Long Call prior to 
Indian attack in the absence of church 
bells in New England towns. It was a 
natural event, therefore, to employ 
drum beats in the Revolution to signal 
situations, good or bad to the Army. 
Some of the drumming signatures us- 
ed then dated back to Charles II of 
England. 

Alelandria was the home of a school 
of army field music. Nothing was 
more important to Washington’s army 
than proper fifing and drumming 
taught at this school, Each regiment 
has 10 fifers and drummers, one for 
each company. In addition to passage 
of messages by drum and fife within 
the company ranks, the usual calls 
such as reville, work call, retreat, and 
tattoo were played. 

A drummer always carried his 
drum. Failure to carry or deposit on a 
nearby wagon resulted in 10 lashes on 
a drummer’s bare back, so important 
were the functional calls of his instru- 
ment. There were calls to slow, halt, 
fall in, fall out, speed up or wheel a 
marching column. Calls were used to 
give all types of military instruction to 
the soldiers; such as “Load war mus- 
kets” and ‘“‘Get ready to fire.” 


The drum head served in the swear- 
ing in of new recruits and as the bar 
during court martial of soldiers not re- 
sponding to orders; after disciplinary 
action had been administered with a 
cat-of-nine tails by the drummer as 
one of his assigned duties. 

So the corps’ buglers and bells won’t 
feel slighted, six of you showed in Ale- 
xandria to match one cymbal and five 
drummers ably led by our new Drum 
Major, former soloist with the Boston 
Pop’s Symphony Orchestra. If you all 
come out for the St. Patrick’s Day Pa- 
rade, your names will be recorded for 
posterity. 

Two of our youngest members, 
Lester Knapp and Eddie Wallin, 
reached 39 in the month of February.
